INTRODUCTION 


GENERAL 


During the year under report, 19 copper-plate grants and 296 stone inscriptions 
were examined by the Directorates of Epigraphy at Mysore and Nagpur, the Zonal 
offices at Jhansi (at present Lucknow) and Chennai. Of these, the copper-plate 
charters are included in Appendix A. Appendix B contains 156 stone inscriptions 
collected by the technical officials of the Epigraphy Branch, Sanskrit and Dravidian 
inscriptions. In Appendix C are included 140 Arabic and Persian inscriptions collected 
by the members of the Nagpur office. Appendix D contains the list of negatives of 
the photographs prepared during the year. 


Dr. C. A. Padmanabha Sastry, Superintending Epigraphist (since retired) 
conducted epigraphical survey and copied inscriptions from West Godavari, East 
Godavari and Hyderabad districts in Andhra Pradesh and among his collections 
important are A 1-3. Sri N. Nanjundaswamy, Deputy Superintending Epigraphist 
(since retired) visited some places in Karnataka and copied inscriptions, among his 
collection interesting ones are A 1011 and B IL Dr. D. M. Nagaraju, Assistant 
Superintending Epigraphist (presently Deputy Superintending Epigraphist) copied an 
inscription, No. B 1, Mandya district in Karnataka. Sri Jai Prakash, Assistant 
Superintending Epigraphist (presently Deputy Superintending Epigraphist) visited some 
places in Madhya Pradesh, Orissa and Rajasthan. Among them the important are Nos. 
B 17, 29, and 39. Dr. S. Swaminathan, Assistant Superintending Epigraphist (presently 
Deputy Superintending Epigraphist) visited some places in Tamilnadu. Among his 
collection No. B. 118 is interesting. Dr. K. Karuppaiah, Senior Epigraphical Assistant 
(presently Assistant Superintending Epigraphist) conducted epigraphical survey in 
Dindugal, Pudukkottai and other Districts of Tamilnadu. Among his collections Nos B 
53, 70 and 122 are important. Dr. S. Rajavelu, Senior Epigraphical Assistant (presently 
Associate Professor, Tamil University, Thanjavur) copied some inscriptions in Erode, 
Kanchipuram and North Arcot Districts, Tamilnadu and among them the important 
ones are Nos. B 55, 62 and 606. 


The Arabic and Persian inscriptions, listed in Appendix C of this report, were 
examined by the Superintending Epigraphist for Arabic and Persian inscriptions, 
Archaeological Survey of India, Nagpur. These inscriptions were copied and photographed 
from various places in Andhra Pradesh, Delhi, Karnataka, Maharashtra and Uttar 
Pradesh by Dr. M. Ilyas Quddusi, Superintending Epigraphist (expired) as Director 
(Epigraphy), assisted by Dr. M. Yaseen Quddusi, Deputy Superintending Epigraphist, 
(retired as Superintending Epigraphist), Dr. G. S. Khwaja, Assistant Superintending 
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Epigraphist (presently Superintending Epigraphist) and Shri Mazhar Aham Siddiqui, 
Senior Epigraphical Assistant (now Senior Lecturer in V.N. Institute of Arts and 
Social Science, Nagpur). The list includes a few noticed/published epigraphs as their 
re-examination has been found quite useful. 


COPPER PLATES 


IKSHVAKUS.- No. A 1 is an important discovery. A set of five copper-plates was 
discovered at Patagandigudem, a hamlet of Kallacheruvu village in Kamavarapukota 
mandalam of West Godavari District, Andhra Pradesh. This plate is now preserved 
in the Directorate of Archaeology and Musuem, Hyderabad, Andhra Pradesh. 


These plates are found engraved in Prakrit language and Southern Brahmi 
characters of the thired century A.D. Dated in the 30" regnal year of the Ikshvaku 
king, it records that the king Ehavula Chamtamulavarma constructed a chatursala to 
the mahavihara for providing shelter to the mendicants and pilgrims and also records 
the grant of lands as permanent (akkaya-nivi) for its maintenance. The order was 
issued by mahatalavara Aggasura. 


This inscription is important more than one way. As on today, the Maidavolu 
copper-plate charter of Pallava Sivaskendavarman is considered as the earliest copper- 
plate from South India (Ep. Ind, Vol. VI, pp. 89 ff. and plates) and with this 
discovery we can presume that the Ikshvakus, the immediate successors of the 
Satavahanas have cornered the credit of issuing the earliest copper-plate charters and 
it may be considered as the earliest copper-plate charter from South. 


Another important point is that the Ikshvaku rulers are known for their 
leaning towards Brahmanism but these plates make it clear that they also extended 
support to Buddhism and the influence they wielded in the society. It is interesting 
to note that for the first time the term varmana is found suffixed with the name 
Ehuvala Chantamüla (Varmana). Similar instances can be cited in the case of earlier 
Kadamba and Pallava rulers of South. 


VISHNUKUNDIN.- No. A 2, belongs to the Vishnukundi dynasty which was 
discovered along with the said Ikshavaku copper-plate charter in the same place and 
15 presently deposited in the A.P. State Archaeology Museurn, Hyderabad. This set of 
copper-plates which are seven in number is found engraved in Sanskrit and in the 
Southern Brahmi characters of the 4*-5* century AD. The seal depicts a beautifully 
carved lion and it suggests that lion is the royal emblem of the Vishnukundins — 


It records that the king Vikraméndravarman (D, while he was governing 
lrikalinga and Vengi-vishaya, made a grant of three villages and two gardens with 
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the tax remession, for the welfare of the royal family, on the orders of his father 
Madhavavarman. Further, it is said that the government officials (achatabhata) were 
prohibited from entering the gifted villages. It is also stipulated that this grant was 
made on the supplication of the pontiff Samghadasa of Mahavihara of Tamrapanni 
(Ceylon) for maintaining Trilokasraya raja Mahavihara at Asanapura and also for the 
boarding and lodging of his disciples as well as for the maintenance of the visiting 
monks who came from various villages situated in Vengi-vishaya. 


This charter is an important one for more than one reason. Since, this is the 
first copper-plate of Vikramendravarman I, he is described as the son of Madhavavarman 
and the grandson of Govindavarman I. Since, the charter is issued in his 26^ regnal 
year it is presumed that he commenced his rule from 502 AD. after his father 
Madhavarman and ruled up to 528 A.D. 


As averred earlier, the rulers of the early dynasties of Andhra extended 
patronage to the Buddhist monks. Both Brahmanism and Buddhism thrived under the 
aegis of these rulers. We have epigraphical references to the visit of Buddhist monks 
from Ceylon during the period of Ikshavakus (Ep. Ind, Vol XX, pp. 22 ff). Other 
inscriptions of the Vishnukundins such as Chaitanyapuri stone inscription of 
Govindavarman (JESI, Vol XI pp. 95 ff) and the Tummalagudem plates refer to 
the Buddhist monks of Tamaraparnni (Ceylon) (See copper-plate inscriptions of 
Andhra Pradesh Government Museum, Vol. I, pp. 241 ff). Asanapura wherein situated 
the Trilokaéraya raja mahavihara, was an important Buddhist centre and this place 
may be identified with Asanapura, Chintalapudi Taluk, West Godavari District, the 
place abounds in Buddhist vestiges. 


EASTERN CHALUKYAS- Out of the four copper-plate charters of this dynasty 
No. A 3 now deposited in Andhra Sahitya Parishat Museum, Department of 
Archaeology and Museum, Government of Andhra Pradesh, Kakinada, is said to have 
been discovered in the village Peddapurappadu, Ramachandrapuram Taluk, East 
Godavari District, Andhra Pradesh. The seal contains the legend “Sr? Vishamasiddhi 
with a cresent above it and below figure of a blossomed lotus petals. The text of 
the record is in Sanskrit engraved in Telugu-Kannada script This undated charter 
refers to the king Sri Vishamasiddhi, who is described as the son of Indrabhattaraka, 
the brother of Jayasimha, the son of Vishnuvardhana (I). It records the tax-free gift 
of lands (specified) in the three villages, near Kakandiparru, Turumga-gràma and 
Kroyyuru situated in Natavadi-vishaya by the king for his own merit. It also refers 
to a certain Kanakanandyacharyya belongs to Yapaniyavrikshamila sect, who delivered 
discourses at Jinalaya. None of his other inscriptons of this king refers to his 
patronage of Jainism. Hitherto the Musinikonda plates of Vishnuvardhana III (718-752 
AD) is ‘considered as the first record refers to the Jaina establishment. With the 
discovery of this charter, we can say that the Eastern Chalukyas patronized the 
Jainism from the period of Vishnuvardhana II (678 - 681 A.D) and reference to 
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Kanakanandyacharyya belonging to Vrikshamila-yapaniya-sangha is known to us for 
the first time. 


VIJAYANAGARA- Of the two copper-plate charters (Nos. A 8 and 9) preserved 
in the A.P. State Archaeology and Museum, Andhra Pradesh, the first set (No. A 8) 
contains four plates, engraved in Sanskrit and Kannada languages and in Nandinagari 
characters, except the sign manual which is in Kannada characters. It is dated in 
Saka 1308, Kshaya, Jyeshtha ba. 13, Saturday equivalent to May 26^, 1386 AD. It 
refers to the gift of lands, worth of 500 varaha gadyanas, in Aragaventha situated 
in Kikundanadu to the god at Vidyaranyapura, the place which was named after the 
sage Vidyaranya, in the presence of the god Sri Virupaksha, on the bank of the the 
river Pampa. The gift is said to have been made on the occasion when the saint Sri 
Vidyaranya attained the salvation. The list of donees, their gotras and with their 
respective shares have been recorded. This record seems to be a duplicate one as the 
first plate (both sides) is already kept in Sringeri-matha, Sringéri (See. M ysore 
Archaeological Report for the year 1933, pp. 138 f£) and the text is similar in the 
contents and published in the Select Inscriptions in Sringeri-matha, Ins. No. 2). 


Another copper-plate charter (No. A 19) is now kept in the custody of Prof. 
K. V. Raman, former Professor, Department of Ancient History and Archaeology, 
University of Madras, engraved in Sanskrit language and Nandinagari characters and 
dated in Saka 1527. It records the gift of the village Cholingapuram, with the 
exemption of all taxes, situated in Perungadimahakottam to one Sri Sribhashyam Sri 
Narasimha, son of Sri Narasimha and the grandson of Srinivasarayya of Apastamba- 
sūtra and Bharadvaja gotra by the king Sri Venkatadri ie, Venkata II of Aravidu 
dynasty. The donee Sri Bhashyam Sri Narasirnha is described as an expert in Veda, 
Vedanga, Tarkasastra, and was endowed with the title Veda marga pratishthapaka. 


MISCELLANEOUS. - An interesting copper-plate from Barakir, No. A 13 Udupi 
taluk and district dated in Saka 1275 (1352 A.D) engraved in Kannada chatacters, 
records that during the administration of Mahapradhana Male Dannayaka, land was 
distributed between Tammi-setti and others. The distribution and the subsequent 
dispute was amicably settled by uradhikari Gopanna. Probably when the land was 
bought, its boundaries were not defined and that led to a quarrel Further, it also 
records the gift of the village to the god Neminathadeva for the performance of 
angarangabhoga and also for the food offerings by the members of Yatisamudaya 
of Bhattara-gana and Sarasvati-gachcha. It is important to note that in Jaina temple 
provision was also made for providing food offerings as was done in Hindu temples. 


The religious belief and faith are also reflected in the performance of festival 
as gathered from another set of copper-plates No. A 16 from the same place in 
Kannada characters. Somapahasetti a chieftain had endowed his salary (share of local 
taxes) Il mude and 10 honnu for the performance of car festival to the god 
Somanatha at I$vara-Urnegarapalli. This sort of conducting festival or revival of 
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festival by the officials is known from other inscriptions. 


INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


CHOLAS. - This year's collections includes many Chola inscriptions. Valikandapuram, 
a village in Perambalur District yielded many Chola inscriptions. But unfortunatetly 
most of them are fragmentary. An inscription (No. B 71) of Parakesarivarman records 
a gift of three kalaiiju of gold by Nandikkali, the Sankarapadiyan of Valikandapuram 
for burning half-a-lamp to the god of Tiruvalisvaram. Several inscriptions of this ruler 
record the gift of gold for a lamp. An inscription of this ruler dated in his 4" year 
(AREp, 1944, No. 241) records the maintenance of lamp by the Sankarappadiyar of 
Valikandapuram.: While another inscription of the same ruler A.R.Ep, 1944, No. 25], 
registers a gift of gold by Sankarappadi Surankandan for similar purpose. 


Inscriptions of this village reveals that Valikandapuram was a mercantile 
village peopled by Sankarappadiyar and other mercantile groups. This community 
though belonged to the mercantile class, they were engaged in oil trade as revealed 
by inscriptions. It is also interesting to note that many of these inscriptions belong to 
the rule of the Chola ruler, Parantaka I, whose administration fostered trade and 
commerce. 


Korattur near Chennai yielded an inscription (No. B 62) of Rajaraja I, dated 
in his 12^ regnal year (997 AD), it records that the sabhaiyar of Sri Parantaka- 
chaturvedimangalam in Ambattur-nadu (a sub-division) of Pular-kottam sold a piece 
of land after freeing from taxes to the god of Sembiyanmahadévi-Isvaram. Among 
the boundaries of the land a channel called Sembiyanmadevi-vaikkal is found 
mentioned. 


This temple is called Sembiyanmahadévi-Isvaran. It is not unlikely that this 
temple could have been constructed by the dowager queen Sembiyan Madevi, who 
was known for her building of new temples and reconstructing the old ones. This 
statement gains strength from the fact that she made endowments to the Siva temple 
at Tirumullaivayil, which is nearer to Korattur. In all likelihood this temple could 
have been constructed during the reign of Uttamachola, the son of Sembiayan 
Madevi, and subsequently his successor, Rajaraja I would have made the land grant. 


An incomplete inscription of Kulottunga (No. B 132) from Uyyakkondan- 
tirumalai records that the temple servants of the Tirukarkudi Vilumiyadevar received 
one hundred and twenty kalam of paddy from Ambalavan Devan, a merchant of 
Jananathapuram in Tiraimur-nadu (a sub-division of) Uyyakondan-valanadu for instituting 
a charity at Kulottungan Cholan-matha at the temple. It is also stated that on 
previous occasion the sabhaiyar of Vikramakesari-chaturvedimangalam, a brahmade yam 
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in Urattur-kurram, (a sub-division of) Trattapadikondchola-valanadu received gold and 
allotted land at Pudukkurichchi alias ‘Suttamallinallūr. But the land fell fallow and 
sluice.repired. The yield of paddy :which 'Was,used for the disbursement of wages was 
also stopped. Hence, the present donor Ambalayan Devan donated 120 kalam of 
paddy which. would be utilised for dredgring the tank and the yield or the interest 
30 kalam, accrued would be utilised for feeding the devotees at the matha on those 
ten auspicious days. 


The mathas played an important role in the religious life of the people in 
Tamilnadu since long. Siva temples at Tiruvorriyur, Tiruvanaikka, Tondaimanad, 
Tiruvannamalai etc, had mathas. During the reign of Rajadhiraja I (1045 A.D) land 
was given to the matha called Rajendrasolan (AREp, 1912, No. 132) in the 
Tiruvorriyür temple. The Siva temple at Tirukarkudi, also a sacred one, having been 
sung by the Saiva saints Appar and Sambandar. It is evident that land was given 
previously before the time of this Kulottunga. But it is not known who granted the 
land and when, but the land fell fallow, pond become dry and sluice fell into disuse, 
philanthropic individuals came to the rescue of the temples and provided succour to 
them. This sort of arrangement of donating paddy to keep it as a deposit and 
investing it in productive enterprises and utilising its interest accruing out of it for 
charitable purpose is reflected in many inscriptions. 


PANDYAS. - An inscription (No. B 156) engraved in Vatteluttu characters and in 
Tamil language is found engraved on he rock to the west of the village Nakkanéri 
in Virudhunagar District. It is dated in the 15^ regnal year (953 AD) of Virapàndya, 
who took the head of Chola. It records the construction of the Vishnu temple called 
Sri Sulamani-vinnagar on the hill to the north of Ammach-chaturvedimangalam, a 
devadana-brahmadeyam in Anmà-nàdu by Tennavan Uttiramantri alias Sulamanikilavan 
and also a gift of lamp. 


Though the reign of the above Pandya ruler was tumultous one as he was 
hard-pressed by the Cholas, the normal life continued without much ado. The builder 
of the temple was his minister Tennavan Uttiramantri. In his 9^ regnal year (947 
A.D) a stone temple for Siva called Srikantesvaram was built by an individual 
Kandan Sattan (S.J, XIV, 84). This builder is called Tennavan Tamilvel (S77, XIV, 
87). It is evident that his officials were engaged in the construction of the such 
temples. The reason for engraving this on the rock is not clear, nor this temple could 
be traced now. Again the responsibility of supplying oil for the lamp was entrusted 
to the leader of a regiment (Padaittalaivan) which seems to suggest that these army 
men during the peace-time engaged in civilian work or they took up such professions 
after retirement though they continued to call themselves, armymen. Reference to 
these are replete in Pandyan inscriptions. 


Another interesting inscription: (No. B 95) of the medieval Pandyan ruler, 
Jatavarman Vira Pandya merits om consideration. Dated in his 12^ regnal year (1182 
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AD), it records that Tiruvaiyyaru-udaiyan Villimakku Rayar alias Irunkolan, who 
owned rights of the temple land at Brahmadesam alias Tiruvabharanamitta Perumanallur, 
a tax-free village, owned by the temple as tirunamattukkani, had constructed a 
drama-theatre and bed-chamber to the god. 


Here the village is declared as tirunamattukkani ie, land owned by the temple 
and it was declared as (iraiyili) tax-free. The donor Tiruvaiyyaru-udaiyan owned 
lands at the villages with tenants without being evicted. Probably the entire village 
was entrusted to him for cultivation. The village's tax-free status seems to indicate 
that the temple need not pay any land-tax leviable on the village to the state, and 
its tax proceeds were to be allotted to the temple. The individual retained the 
cultivating rights of the temple land. 


VIJAYANAGARA. - An inscription (No. B 54) of the Vijayanagara king 
Achchuyutadévaraya from Kottatturai, Palani Taluk, Dindigal District is interesting. 
Dated in Saka 1463 (1521 A.D) it records that Kuladipan Démarasaiyan was ruling 
from Ràjaràjapuram in Naraiyur-nadu. It records that the Dalavay Viruppaiyya 
Nayakkar Paruvatta Nayakkar of the above village was given land as blood-money 
(irattakkodigai) as compensation for the death of his uncle Mallayya devanar. When 
the wicked people caused trouble at Nilagiri hills, Kuladipan Demaraiyan had 
deputed Mallayyadevan to put an end to the menace. But, unfortunately he lost his 
life in the encounter. This inscripton suggests that certain remote areas were not 
under the control of the Vijayanagara state and they always posed a threat. Another 
point that deserves our consideration is the compensation given to the relatives of the 
soldiers who fell in the battle. Such compensation is called nettalpatti, nettarukoduge 
and irattakoduge and early Chola inscriptions contain references about them. This 
inscription also suggests that certain remote areas continued to torment the neighbouring 
‘areas and the local chieftains had to send force to subdue and bring them under 
control. 


MISCELLANEOUS. - A broken slab preserved in the sculpture shed of ASI 
compound at Kamalapiir, Hampi District is interesting (No. B 6). It is in Kannada 
language and script. It refers to the death of a Jaina nun K anti who seems to be a 
female disciple of Galbacharya, who was a disciple of Guna Chandramuni, a scholarly 
person. This area continued to be a centre of Jainism as revealed by its vestiges. This 
record also seems to indicate that female Jaina asetics received initiation from 
Galbacharya, a Jaina monk. It appears that the nun might have died by obeserving 
sallékhana. Otherwise there was no need to issue an inscription to that effect. 


Two hero-stones perserved in the Keladi museum in Shimoga district deserve 
our attention (Nos. B 11 and 12). They are in Kannada language and script of the 13^ 
century A.D. Of them one (No. B 11) records that when the ruler Maha-pradhana 
Bettarasa died, his servant Betta followed his master by obeserving Siditale ceremony. 
It is an odd method of killing oneself. An iron-hook machine on which a servant was 
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suspended by a hook passing through his back. The hook was being attached to the 
lever, and when the lever released the hook it pierced the servant. Reference to this 
method of killing is found at Ananthapurand (13 century A.D) wherein it is stated 
that servants (le Rkaru) gave their heads as offerings on hearing the death of their 
masters. This practice was in vogue in-the 13^ century AD. in South India. Similar 
type of practice was prevalent in Tamil country during the same period. An 
(inscription of Kulottungachola) 13^ century A.D, from Mallal, Ramanathapuram 
district, records that once his general Viman Udaran alias Kulottunga Chola Muvaraiyan, 
fell a victim to a disease and as a result he had chronic headache affecting him. In 
order to relieve him of this malady (his servant) Ambalaküttan had severed his head 
and died (J.ESI,, Vol. IX, p. 30) and servant's family was given land as compensation. 

Performance of sacrifices for the sake of kings masters and others are found 
in South Indian inscriptions. 


A 16" century Tamil inscription No. B 112 from Lambalakkudi, Pudukkottai 
District, throws some light on the status of various jatis of Tamil country. But 
unfortunately it is damaged and not much could be gleaned from the record. Two 
groups of Ilambalakkudi, Pallar and Paraiyar had quarrelled over their titles and 
status. It was decided to examine their status after verification of the inscription 
engraved on the (walls of) the Kamakshi Amman temple at Kafichipuram. Subsequantly 
it was decided to treat Paraiyar as Valankai and Pallar as Idankai and accordingly 
they were entitled to receive all the privileges and honour. Their representatives were 
Kuttapparaiyan Ulagankattasamapparaiyan of Paraiyar community and Jñāni Karattan 
of Pallar community, who examined the record. | 


A memorial inscription No. B 55 engraved on a loose stone slab kept in the 
temple of Virabhadra at Tamaraikkarai, Bhavani Taluk, Periyar District refers to a 
hero Karinimidachchattan, who probably died. Palaeographically this inscription may 
be assigned to the 5^ century A.D. and it indicates the evolution of Tamil-Brahmi 
script to Vatteluttu script. Such erections of stones in memory of persons, was a 
regular feature in the social life of ancient Tamils as reflected in the Sangam 
literature. 


Ratnagiri in Jajpur district, Orissa is a famous Buddhist site and excavations 
conducted at this site has revealed a large number of inscriptions. A few of them are 
reported here are engraved some are on stone slabs, on the pedestal of the Buddha 
images and also on other Buddhist images like Lokegvara, Jambhala, Avalokitesvara, 
Manjusri and others. Most of these inscriptions are preserved in the Archaeological 
Museum, Ratnagiri These records Nos B 29-38 are from Ratnagiri, and they are 
written in Nagari characters and Sanskrit language. On palaeographical grounds these 
inscriptions may be assigned to 9 - 11^ century A.D. Most of these inscriptions record 
the Buddhist creed 'Yedharmmahetu 
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ARABIC AND PERSIAN INSCRIPTIONS 


Historically important and informative inscriptions are briefly reviewed here. 
In this collection there are Sixteen (16) dynastic records representing Mughal Emperors 
and later-Mughal (6), rulers provincial or regional dynasties like Qutb Shahis of 
Golkonda (5) and Asaf Jahis of Hyderabad (5) alongwith few miscellaneous but 
important records. 


MUGHAL.- No. 78 is an important epigraph of the time of Mughal Emperor 
Akbar. This record from the lofty edifice of Masjid-i-Khair-u'I-Manazil opposite the 
Purana Qila, New Delhi, mentions the construction of this sacred building at the 
orders of Maham Begh in AH. 969 = 1561-62 AD. It further states that the work 
was executed by the efforts of Shihab-u'd-Din Ahmad Khan. The metrical Persian 
text was composed by Niyaz Bakhsh and the work was supervised by Darwish 
Husain. The structure is designated as Khair-u'I-Manazil ie, an auspicious mansion 
which forms the chronogram for the date of its construction being 969 (AH). 


This record is important in so many ways. The builder Maham Begh is none 
other than the well known wet-nurse of Emperor Akbar, who rendered service to 
Akbar since his infancy to prime youth. She had considerable influence in the 
corridors of power in Mughal harem. Her husband Nadim Khan Kokaltash was a 
faithful servant of Emperor Humayun and had escorted queen Hamida Begam and 
infant prince Akbar from 'Umarkot in Sindh to Jun. 


Shihabu'd-Din Ahmad, a Sayyid from Nishapur (Iran) and also a close relative 
of Maham Begh, was governor of Delhi for a considerable period of time. He was 
the man who repaired the canal, cut by Firüz Shah Khalji from Khizrabad to 
Sufaidon, and named it Nahr-i-Shihab after himself. He was a mansabdar of 5,000 
rank under Emperor Akbar. 


This record throws light on the building activities of nobles of Akbar's Court. 
(Zafar Hasan, List of Muhammadan and Hindu Monuments (Calcutta, 1922) Volume 
IL pp. 52-53). 


No. 15 another record belonging to the reign of Mughal Emperor Akbar, is 
from a sword which carries immense antique value. The sword is displayed in the 
museum at the Idara-i-Adabiyat-i-Urdu, Hyderabad (A.P.). It records, on its blade the 
famous Perso-Arabic couplet in Praise of Hadrat “Ali, the IV Caliph of Islam. An 
another important inscription on it, is the name of the Emperor Akbar in Persian 
verse. This inscription, though a little obliterated, is important because it certifies that 
the sword must have been in the personal possession of the Emperor. 


No. 79 is a record of the time of Mughal Emperor Shahjahan inlaid on the 
marble panel above the southern arches of the verandah around the dargah of 
Hadrat Nizamud-Din Auliya, New Delhi It mentions adding of aiwan (verandah) to 
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the dome of the rauda ie, resting place of the saint during the time of the Emperor 
Shahjahan, by Khalil-ullah Khan in AH. 1063 - 1652-53 AD. 


It is to be noted here that the builder was the son of Mir Miran al-Hasani 
and the hakim (ie. governor) of the egpitalcity of Shahjahanabad (ie, Delhi). This 
gesture of constructing a verandah at this sacred tomb indicates the devotion of 
Khalilu'llah Khan towards Hadrat Nizamu'd-Din, who lies buried here. The inlaid 
inscription is a good specimen of elegant Nasta‘liq calligraphy too. 


No. 72 representing the later-Mughal king Ahmad Shah is an inscription from 
Sunehri Masjid near Red Fort of Delhi. It speaks of the construction of a mosque 
by Nawwab Qudsiya Begum, the queen mother of Ahmad Shah, in AH. 1164 - 1750- 
51 AD. It is mentioned in the metrical Persian text of this record that Nawwab 
Jawed Khan Bahadur made efforts for its erection whereas the text and chronogram 
for its date was composed by poet Khurram. 


Nawwab Qudsiya Begam, the mother of Ahmad Shah, was in fact a concubine 
who was included in the harem of Muhammad Shah with a title of Udham Bali. 
Nawwab Jawed Khan Bahadur was the chief eunuch of Muhammad Shah. During 
Ahmad Shah’s time he became dariugha (custodian) of Diwan-i-Khas with a mansab 
of 6,000. His intimacy with Qudsiya Begum was known to every one at Mughal 
Court which later on lead to hatred and jealousy of the nobles resulting in his murder 
(Zafar Hasan, opcit, Vol. I, pp. 29-39). 


This inscription is important from the point of epigraphical evidence as it 
reveals the intimacy between the queen mother and Jawed Khan, which is recorded 
in the history chronicles. 


No. 73 from Red Fort, Delhi, is the last in the series of the dynastic records 
of the Mughals, which is of the time of later-Mughal king Akbar II. Jt refers to the 
repairs done at the Muthamman Burj of Red Fort, by the orders of the kine in AH. 
1223 = 1808-09 AD. 


The interesting part of this epigraph is that it contains the full titles of the 
king as “Mwin-wd-Din Abu'n-Nasr Akbar Ghazr. The metrical Persian text and the 
chronogram yielding the date 1223 as the Hijri year of the event, was composed by 
the court poet Sayyid. 


QUTUB SHAHIS- The regional dynasty of Qutb Shahi Sultans of Golkonda is 
represented by five epigraphs The first being No. 45 an undated record froin 
Badshahi 'Ashürkhàna in the walled-city of Hyderabad basically comprises religious 
text written in beautiful Naskh style but the thing that makes it important is tle 
name of the Qutb Shahi ruler Abu'l-Muzaffar Muhammad Quli Qutb Shah, who 
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ruled from Golkonda during 1580-1612 A.D. The occurance of the name of the Sultan 
in the inscription hints at the royal patronage to the “Ashurkhana. 


Another record of Qutb Shahi dynasty is No. 46 from the same Badshahi 
'Ashurkhana at Hyderabad is a brief and undated inscription comprising only the 
name of Qutb Shahi ruler Abul Muzaffar Sultan ‘Abdullah Qutb Shah. In the 
previous record (No. 45) his predecessor was mentioned but here name of Sultàn 
“Abdullah probably carries a reference to some renovation or decoration work done 
at the Badshahi "Ashurkhana by the orders of the Sultan. There is no reference of 
the date of the event, as such. 


ASAF JAHIS.- Another regional dynasty of Asaf Jahis of Hyderabad is represented 
by five records No. 49 again from the same Badshahi ‘Ashurkhana at Hyderabad, 
which yielded two Qutb Shahi inscriptions, is a metrical Persian record referring to 
the renovation of the ‘Ashurkhana by Nawwab Mir Nizam “Ali, Asaf Jah Il in AH 
1178 = 176465 AD. This event has been recorded in Triambak Rajs The Chronology 
of Modern Hyderabad from 1720 to 1890 (Hyderabad, 1954), p. 42, wherein it has 
been elaborated that Nawwab Nizam “Ali Khan after renovation, granted as jagir of 
Rupees 12,000/- for its maintenance. The record in reference corroborates this 
historical event. 


No. 13 is a seal of Mir “Ali-Husain Khan, an official of the Nizam of 
Hyderabad, Asaf Jah III. This seal gives the full name of the official as 'Ashraf-u'd- 
Daula, Ashraf Jang, Mir “Ali Husain Khan Bahadur, Fidwi-e-Asaf Jah (ie, devout 
servant of Asaf Jah) and date AH. 1219 = 180405 AD. 


MISCELLANEOUS- Among the miscellaneous inscriptions, No. 20 copied from 
Dà'ira-i-Mir Mu'min, at Hyderabad, Andhra Pradesh, is the epitaph of the celebrated 
Persian poet Mirza Abu Turab Ridwi Mashhadi, who had “Fitrat as his nom-de- 
plume. He was a poet of extra-ordinary talent and skill. During the time of 
‘Abdullah Qutb Shah of Golkonda, he came all the way from Mashhad (in Iran) to 
Hyderabad. At the Qutb-Shahi court he was given rousing welcome and lofty post 
(mansab). He died in AH 1060 = 1649-50 AD. at Hyderabad and lies buried at 
Da'ira-i-Mir-Mu'min. This epitaph contains a quadrain (ruba) composed by himself 
during his last moments. This record is important for the history of Persian literature 
in India. 


No. 21 is the headstone from the grave of Khudawardi Sultan from Hyderabad. 
Though it contains only the name of the deceased and the date of his death, the 
name itself carries immense importance in the political history of Deccan. This 
ambitious official was initially a trusted servant of Mughal Emperor Shahjahan, 
posted in Bengal who, afterwards, left the job and came to ‘Abdullah Qutb Shah’s 
Court. ‘Abdullah welcomed and included him to the team of trusted ministers. 
Khudawardi fought Bi japur forces on “Abdullah's behalf in AH. 1061 = 1650-51 A.D. 
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He was also selected to defend Golkonda for a threat from Mughal forces in AH 
1042 = 1632-33 AD. He was appointed governor of Murtudanagar in A.H. 1044 = 
1634-35 AD. which was the crest of his carrier. After an eventful career he died in 
AH. 1061 = 1650-51 A.D. 


No. 22 is another epitaph from Hyderabad which records, in beautifully 
executed Persian verses, the death of Mirza Yahya in AH. 1089 = 1678-79 AD. This 
epitaph is also important for the degree of its Thulth Calligraphy employed for 
execution. This record is an addition to the treasure of beautifully inscribed 
epigraphs of the Qutb Shahi period. 


No. 23 is one more epitaph in the series of many such records copied from 
Hyderabad. It registers the martyrdom of Muhammad Hussain alias Saf Shikan 
Khan Bahadur, Mujahid Jang in AH. 1128 = 1716 A.D. 


No. 25 is the epitaph of Sayyid Radi, the Mir-i-Dauran. It contains date of 
his birth as A.H. 1199 — 1784-85 A.D. and that of his death as A.H. 1216 — 1801-02 A.D. 
Sayyid Radi was son of Sayyid Abu'l-Qasim, Mir-i-Alam Bahadur, a known figure of 
Asaf Jahi period. 


No. 26 is the epitaph of Sayyid Abu'l-Qasim, Miri-Alam Bahadur, from 
Hyderabad. It records his birth in AH. 1166 = 1752-53 AD. and death in AH. 1223 
= 1808-09 AD. Nawwab Sayyid Abu'l-Qasim was the envoy of Asaf Jahi government 
at Calcutta, the capital of the British India. Later on he was appointed as Madar- 
ul-Muham (i.e. Prime Minister) of Asaf Jah HL He is also author of the famous 
work of history Hadigat-ul- Alam. The tank named after him as Talab-i-Mir-i“Alam 
and the Baradari are his architectural contributions to the City of Hyderabad. 


No. 28 from Hyderabad is a headstone recording the death of Nawwab Salar 
Jang I in AH. 1300 = 1883 AD. Mir Tuiab ‘Alt Khan entitled Salir Jang was the 
son of Mir Muhammad “Ali Khan, born in 1829 AD. At the beginning of his career 
he was appointed Collector of Khammam in 1847 AD. He became Prime Minister 
of Hyderabad in 1853 AD. He was the Co-Regent of the Hyderabad State in 1869 
AD. A great administrator and philanthropist Salar Jang was also recipient of GCSI 
& DCL of Oxford. He died in AH. 1200 = 1883 AD. and lies buried in the Da'ira- 
i-Mir Mu'min at Hyderabad. The text in Persian verses, eulogising his person & 
career, are composed by “Uthman, none other than the ruler of Hyderabad Mir 
Uthman “Ali Khan Bahadur, Asaf Jah VIL himself. 


No. 29 (adjacent to No. 28) is an obituary notice mentioning the demise of two 
illustrious sons of Nawwab Salar Jang I, namely La'iq “Ali Khan and Sadadat “Ali 
Khan in AH. 1306 = 1888-89 AD. (see Ne 28). Both the sons of Salar Jang I played 
very vital role in the administrative set-up of the State of Hyderabad during the 
second half of the 19^ century A.D | 
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No. 34 an epitaph in Persian from Hyderabad mentions. the death of Nawwab 
Mir “Abbas “Ali Khan in AH. 1256 = 184041 AD. The deceased was an important 
official in Asaf Jahi government of Hyderabad. Entitled as Husam-u’l-Mulk Nizam 
Yar Jang, he accompanied Mir “Alam to Calcutta, the seat of British Power, for 
negotiation with Lord Cornwallis in 1787 A.D. (Triambak Raj, opcit, p. 15). 


No. 35 is the epitaph of Nawwab Mir Ghulam Husain Khan. This Persian 
record from Hyderabad registers his death in AH. 1278 = 1861-62 A.D. The deceased 
entitled Safdar Jang, Husamu'd-Daula was a dignified mansabdar and father-in-law of 
Nawwab Salar Jang (Triambak Raj, opcit, pp. 11 & 294). 


Nos. 38, 41, 44, 51, & 57 from the Hyderabad are though different headstones 
of graves without specific obituary notices or dates but the quality of their calligraphy 
reminds us of the elegant master pieces of the calligraphers of Qutb Shahi period. 
These records are important for their fine calligraphy. 


No. 81 from Daud Sarai-Mehrauli, New Delhi, is an important epigraph from 
literary point of view. Coming from the tomb of Maulana Jamali, it comprises 16 
Persian verses composed by Maulana himself, which are incised in plaster along the 
four walls under the ceiling, The verses carry literary value in the history of Persian 
poetry in India. 


Shaikh Fadlullah alias Jalal Khan, with Jamali as nom-de-plume was a man of 
great fame as a poet. He was initially attached to the court of Lodi Sultan, Sikandar 
Shah. Later on he was favoured by Mughal Emperors Babar and Humayun. In 
Humayun’s preise he composed many qasidas which impressed Humayun so much so 
that the Emperor took him along to Gujarat where Jamali died in AH. 942 = 1535- 
35 A.D. His body, as per his will, was brought to Delhi and buried under a dome built 
previously by him in A. H. 935 = 152827 AD. The verses penned by him and 
inscribed inside the tomb can safely be dated in the year of the erection of this tomb 
ie, AH. 935 = 152829 A.D. (Zafar Hasan, opcit, Vol IIL pp. 91-92) 


Among the miscellaneous epigraphs from Karnataka Nos. 92-94 are mentionable. 
These records are actually impressions of copper plates kept in the Manjusha 
Museum, Dharmastala in South Kanara District. Though these plates carry the name 
of Mughal Emperor Aurangzeb as the issuing authority the language of execution 
Urdu, does not conform to Aurangzeb's time. More over the date of V. S. 1547 also 
creates doubts about their being so early. It seems that these copper plates are later 
copies of the earlier ones. These copper piates state that at the occasion of each 
matrimonial ceremony an amount of rupees 5 be paid to the temple. All the 
offerings will go to the priest. The cattle will graze in the specified area of the 
village only. Each one ends with an imprecation against the violator, whether Muslim 
or Hindu. The execution is crude. 
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Among the miscellaneous records from ‘Maharashtra one No. 95 copied from 
a loose slab in the possession of Shri Virendra Shah, the successor of Gond Rajas of 
Nagpur. This epigraph in Persian and Urdii verses records the construction of an 
‘Idgah by Raja Sulaiman Shah (ie, successor of. erstwhile Gond Rulers of Nagpur) in 
A.H. 1280 = 186364 AD. The text and chronograms were composed by Shuhrat, a 
celebrated Persian poet from Nagpur. 


Among the miscellaneous epigraphs from Uttar Pradesh a few epitaphs are 
from Aligarh, a district headquarters. These epitaphs from the tombs inside a 
mosque within the campus of 'Aligarh Muslim University are important for their 
contents. 


No. 101 is an epitaph in Persian which records the death of Sir Sayyid Ahmad 
Khan entitled Jawward-u’l-Mulk, ‘Arif Jang in AH. 1238 = 1898 AD, at ‘Aligarh. 
Sayyid Ahmad Khan was the founder of the ‘Aligarh Muslim University. His 
contribution as an art historian is of great value as Athar-u's-Sanddid, his pioneer 
work in Urdu on the monuments of Delhi is considered as the gospel for archaeologists 
which was published in 1847 A.D, 


Nos. 102-03 from the same place (ie, tomb of Sir Sayyid Ahmad at ‘Aligarh) 
is nothing but a genealogical tree of the deceased drawn upto Hadrat ‘Ali the IV, the 
caliph of Islam. 


No. 105 is the epitaph of Justice Sayyid Mahmud, son of Sir Sayyid Ahmad 
who died in A.H. 1321 = 1903 AD. and lies buried by the side of his father. 


No. 113 from the same place is the headstone of Sir Sayyid Ras Mas'üd 
entitled Nawwab Mas'ud Jang, who was the grandson of Sir Sayyid Ahmad Khan. 
This record in Persian mentions his death in 1937 A.D. at Bhopal. 


No. 131 from Shahjahanpiir a village in the Meerat District is again an epitaph 
from local Qabrastan called Hazira. It records the demise of Haji Muhammad 
“Abdu'l-Latif Khan, son of Munshi Muhammad Faid Talab Khan, a rwis (rich man) 
of mauda (village) Shahjahanpür in A.H. 1317 = 1899 A.D, at the age of 65 years. 
The interesting part of the epitaph is the composer Abr who composed not only its 
text in Urdu verses but also the chronogram to yield the date of death. The 
composer Abr is none other than the famous Urdu poet Abr Ahsani. The association 
of the poet with this village reflects the taste of the people of Shàhjahanpür village 
for Urdu literature. 


No. 136 from Jalalabad, in Muzaffarnagar District is a loose slab from the 
bridge on river Krishni. It refers ‘> the construction of a pul (bridge) on the river 
Kris(h)ni by Husain “Ali Khan, a man of dignity and lofty status, in A.H. 1264 = 
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1847-48 AD. This record becomes important from the archival point of view as the 
bridge under reference no more exists on the river Krishni. 


No. 140 the last in the miscellaneous records from Uttar Pradesh comes from 
Charthawal, a village in Muzaffarnagar District This interesting record from Ram 
Mandir mentions that the old temple, built during the time of Mughal Emperor 
Jahangir by Lala Rai Prem Raj, was repaired in 1910 A.D, during the Collectorship 
of Pandit Jwala Prashad with the help of Maulwi Mushaffa' Ahmad Siddiqi, Deputy 
Collector and ra'is of Budaun. The help rendered by a Muslim official in repairing 
a Hindu temple speaks of the tradition of religious tolerance between the followers 
of the two faiths. 


There are other miscellaneous records which carry references to construction 
of religious or secular structures, death ot important persons etc. They are listed in 
the Appendix 'C' of this report.
